A N EW RULE. 


Suprem e Oourt W ill Call on W itn esses 
to T estify. 


Lansing, April 20.—For the first time 
iu the memory of any of the present 
justices, the supreme court yesterday 
made an order under section 6424 of 
Howell’s statutes, which provides that 
•‘The supreme court may, for the 
speedy furtherance of justice in any 
suit, call upon the parties to the suit, 
or any witness, to testify orally in open 
court,” etc. 


PRESIDENT SPERRY ARRESTED. 


Benton Harbor is likely to have a 
beet suijar factory. 


A ineetinji of the board of trade was 
held last eveninfj and a proposition was 
presented by Col. .f. N. Francis and T. 
P. Wttlah of Chicatro and every effort 
will be made to accept the terms of­ 
fered. 


The factory means the expenditure 
of $500,000 in Benton Harbor, the con­ 
stant employment of oOO men, the addi­ 
tion to our population of from .‘1,000 to 
5,000 people, and the annual consump­ 
tion of beels from :i.i>00 acres, the 
iarmers tQ receive upwards of $225,000 
annually for the crop. 


The gentlemen ask for this mammoth 
enterprise tiie donation of .‘{5 to 40 
acres of land and a bonus of $25,000. 


At lirst thouj^ht the people who read 
this will say that a comparatively poor 
community like Benton Harbor cannot 
raise any such amount. 


The plan of the jjentlemen, however, 
place an altogether dilVerent look on 
the subject. It is possible fur the city 
to raise money sulllcient to ])urchase 
40 acres of land. The farmers who will 
be afforded a market for beets will be 
asked tocontrioute the $25,000. 


Col. .1. N. Francis made the tirst ad­ 
dress before the beard of trade last 
evenlnj? and he succeeded in convinc­ 
ing every member present that 
it 
would be comparatively an easy mat­ 
ter to secure the necessary financial 
encouragement to locate such a mam­ 
moth plant in this city. Col. Francis 
wa? instrumental in locating here the 
Squire Dingee pickle works and the 
people have great confidence in his 
ability and integrity. 


Mr. Walsh followed with 
expert 
facts and figures in regard to the in­ 
dustry of making sugar from 
beets. 
To make a factory a success it would 
require the use of 3,500 acres of land. 
The state of Michigan was offering a 
bounty of 1 cent a pound for all sugar 
manufactured in the state from beets 
and the state had fi.\ed the price to be 
paid at $4 per ton for beets that con­ 
tained 12 per cent of saccharine mat­ 
ter. 
If the beets contained Vi per cent 
the price as rtxetl by law is $4^25 per 
ton, if 14 per cent $1.50 and 25 cents 
per ton for each additional per cent of 
sugar rtubhtunce. 


Tho average per cent of saccharine 
matter in Michigan hetits was 15A, and 
Prufe.ssur Kedzie of the aijrieultural 
college has made the statement that 
Berrien county 
possessed the best 
adapted soil and climate for growing 
sugar beet.s in the slate. 


The a\’erat4C crop of beets is about 15 
tons to the acre and an acre of land 
would yield in cash from $<>0 to $!I0 per 
acre. The cost of cultivation is $20 per 
acre. 


The crop unlike fruit is a sure one, 
and dry seasons are even better than 
wet ones for the beets. 
The beets 
grow downward in dry seasons and are 
known to have grown to tho depth of 
eight feet. 


Another ail vantage of the crop is that 
it does not impoverish the soil. The 
ugar beet is porous and it draws its 
Bweetness from the atmosphere. Leav­ 
ing the tops of the vegetable on the 
field the soil each year becomes richer. 


The plan as suggested is to enlist the 
farmers in this matter. 
A convention 
of the agriculturists will soon be held 
* and they will be asked to donate the 
crop from a sutticient number of acres 
to amount to $25,000 the first year. 
This will amount to about 12 per cent 
of the land used in* growing beets, 
A 
farmer who raised twelve acres of this 
valuable crop would be asked to give 
one acre for the first year only. 


Another meeting of the board of 
trade will be held this evening to fur­ 
ther coQBleer the matter.

Men who arc thinking of enlisting iu 
the navy or naval militia will bo in­ 
terested in the following list of wages 
paid by Uncle Sam:

Seamen per m onth.............................. $24 
Ordinary «eamen. per m onth........... 19

When «lualified and advanced to the 
ratings of petty officers, as vacancies 
occur they receive from $25 to $05 per 
month.

Each division of the naval militia 
can enlist eight electricians and eight 
men with a practical knowledge of the 
construction and management of steam 
machinery.

SUGAR BEET FACTORY. 


Benton Harbor has had many op­ 
portunities to secure factories employ­ 
ing 600 men, but never until now was a 
propositioD made from responsible par­ 
ties that was in the reach of the city. 


Tlie offer of two gentlemen to con­ 
struct here a sugar factory that will 
oost in the neighborhood of half a mill­ 
ion dollars and employ half a thousand 
men has already enlisted the support 
of every one who has become acquain­ 
ted with the plan. The city of Benton 
Harbor is asked to donate a factory 
•ite 0(35 to 40 acres and the same can 
be purchased for le&s than $5,000. 


The farmers who will profit by a 
market for beets, at a price that the 
state legislature has fixed at from $4 to 
•6 per ton, according to the quality of 
tbe beets, will be asked to donate $25,- 
000 in beets, or from one-tenth to one- 
twelfth of the crop grown the first 
year. As beet land will yield an aver­ 
age price of $75 per acre, the farmer 
the first year would receive $60 per 
•ere net for his crop. 


The opportunity is so plain, the 
profits of the transaction so large to the 
city and the beet growers, that it can­ 
not be well considered without being 
quickly accepted. 


Benton Harbor ought to have the 
Brst sugar factory in Michigan> and 
prompt action now will secure it.

WHITE HOUSE WITH THE OAPITOL 


President Signs the Joint Resolution 
and the Ultimatum at the 
Same Time. 


Iflll Probnbly OWe the Spanlsrd Forty- 
Eight Hour» to Agree to Evoonatc Cuba, 
snd If He is Duflant the Uog« of War 
Will Ho UnleaHhed, iinti Havoc 'IV111 Hide 
with Them—OlHclnls Tliink the Matter 
IVill Be No Plenic anti May Laiit a Year. 


W ashington, April 20.—Spain will re- 
:elve ofTlcial notlflcation of the demands 
the United States som e tim e today. 
She then will be informed that the Cu­ 
ban resolutions passed by congress at 
an early hour yesterday m orning are 
now a part of the law s of the United 
States, and an ultim atum will be sent 
dem anding com pliance with this law 
and an answer w ithin a very short 
time, probably forty-eight hours. Com­ 
pliance is not expected, and a forward 
m ovem ent on Cuba will com m ence the 
latter part of this week, according to 
the plans of the adm inistration. 
The 
congressional Cuban resolution was not 
signed until this morning. 
The ulti­ 
m atum to Spain waa signed at the 
same time. The president early decided 
to make the two practically one act by a 
sim ultaneous signature of each. 
Two 
cabinet m eetings 
^ eld yesterday, 


the first beginning iWllTTnd lasting two 
hours, and the aeeonil lasting from 3 
until 5:30 o’clock. 
At their close an­ 
nouncem ent that executive action waa 
delayed until today waa made. 


]>l9cunHed the llltlinatiiin. 


Both cabinet sessions were devoted 
principally to discussion of the ulti­ 
matum to be sent to Madrid. 
At the 
morning session the president rather 
favored allow ing the Madrid govern­ 
ment several 
days In 
which 
to re­ 
ply to our demand, but after that time 
he changed his view s som ew hat, and It 
is now believed to be his purpose to re­ 
quire an answ er w ithin a very short 
time, 
probably 
w ithin 
forty-eight 
hours. 
The ultim atum Itself, it Is be­ 
lieved, will be short and to the point. 
It will recite the main features of the 
resolutions passed by congress and de­ 
mand a compliance therew ith. It prob­ 
ably will not be made public here until 
notice Is received that It is in tho hands 
of the Spanish gov(*rnment, dipiumatlc 
etiquette requiring this. 


Cuban Iteinolullon at the White llonNC. 
The Cuban resolution passed by con­ 
gress arrived at the W hite House at 
1:15 o’clock, a little over an hour having 
been consumed in the form alities of se­ 
curing the signatures of Speaker Reed 
and Vice President Hobart to the reso­ 
lution In open session and Its delivery 
at the W hite H ouse by Representative 
H ager, of Iowa, chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee on enrolled 
bills, and flepre- 
sentatlve Overstreet, 
of Indiana.

w as expected that the resolution would 
be signed im m ediately It reached the 
president and this w as M cKinley’s in­ 
clination, but for certain state reasons 
it w as deemed advisable that the reso­ 
lution and 
the ultim atum to Spain 
should be signed sim ultaneously and 
tim e was needed to draft the ultimatum 
in diplom atic form.

Con­ 
sideration of the sundry civil appropria­ 
tion bill was resumed, and the wide lati­ 
tude of debate permitted under the 
rules of the senate afforded opportunity 
for some explanations to be made con­ 
cerning the action of the senate upon 
the Cuban question. Pretty much the 
whole session w'as taken up In explana­ 
tions why the two parties occupied the 
positions w'hich they did on the flnal 
vote on Cuba. 


Allen of Nebraska was not satisfied 
with the resolutions passed and intro­ 
duced one declarng th at "The political 
independence of the republic of Cuba, 
the capital 
of 
which is located at 
Cubitas, Is hereby recognized by the 
United States of America as the lawful 
government of the Island of Cuba,” etc.,

Wines aud malt liquors, while con 
taiuing a far less amount of alcohol 
than the distilled liquors, do contain a 
definite amount of nutritive materiul. 
Perhaps the best definition of beer as 
brewed today is that of a fermented 
sacchaTine infusion to which has been 
added a wholesome bitter. It consists of 
water, alcohol, carbonic and acetic acids 
aud bitter principles from the hop. Ac­ 
cording to Professor Atwater’s investi 
gâtions, **ale, beer aud wine contain 
small quantities of nutritive material in 
addition to their alcohol and other con 
stituents. That of wine consists mainly 
of compounds akin to carbohydrates 
aud averages a trifle over 8 per cent of 
the whole weight. That of ale and beer 
includes, on the average, a little over 
one-half of 1 per cent of protein au(] 
other uitrogenous compounds and 6 or 
7 per cent of carbohydrates and allied 
substances. A pint (pound) of ale or 
beer would coutain, roughly speaking, 
about as mucii of these nutritive sub 
stances as 1 1-5 ounces of bread, and a 
pint of wine about as much as three 
quarters of an ounce of bread.”—Out 
look.

The oriental express, the famous 
train from Paris to Constantinople, ar­ 
rives at the Turkish capital three times 
a week at a certain hour in the after 
noon.

Tbe 
facts of tho bird’s history bavo beeu 
supplied by Elhi E Gibs(m of Barre, 
Wa.s.s’., and are given hero for tho infor­ 
mation of readers: 


Tbo Eighth regiment, Wisconsin in­ 
fantry, in all its long marebes during 
tbo iirst three years of the civil W’ar, 
was accompanied by a livo bird, which' 
was carried on a porch by u soldier. 
Tbo bird was in all tho battles of tho 
regiment, but always escaped unscathed. 


Old Abe’if history is as follows: Mo 
was taken from tho uest in 1801 by an 
Indian in Chippewa county, Wis., nnd 
was subsequently purchased by a citi­ 
zen of Eau Clairo, wh*i presented him to 
Captain Perkins, tbo first comnjander 
ot Compauy C. In 18(14 bn was brought 
home by tho regiujent and presented to 
Governor Lewis, who transferred him 
to tbo state. Ho was kopt in tbo capitol 
grounds at Madi.son as a valuable relio 
of the war until bo died, iMarcb 20, 
1881, aged 20 years. Ue was often ex­ 
hibited at fairs and was u great attrac­ 
tion at tho centennial exposition iu 
Philadelphia iu 1870.—Boston Globe.
